§ long ago as April 1734, in our 
225th and 226th Fournals, was pub- 
lifhed a Tranflation in blank verfe of a 
Latin Ode intitled Tinpatius, with 
Remarks upon each ftanza. This Ode 
had fimplex munditiis prefixed as a 
Motto; and was the firft of ten Copies 
of Veries, printed in the tvth Bee, 
which had been written 77 honour io the memory of the late 
learned Dr. Tinvatt, in order to gain the Prizes, 





which had been propofed by the Authors of the Bet.| 


Thefle Prizes were, a medal of gold value five guineas, 
for the beft Copy in Latin or Englith ; the three fir? vo- 
fumes of the Ber, gilt and bound in Turkey leather, for 
the next beft ; and four medals of filver, for the four next 
in goodnefs, When thofe gentlemen publifhed thefe 
Prize-verjes, they fadly lamented the decay of learning, 
complaining that ‘ among all the copies of verfes they 
* had received, they could find but eight or nine, that 
* in their opinion, did honour to the memory of the 
* Jate Dr. Tinpaty’:’ However, they publifhed eleven 
Copies, with this teftimony, * We conceive they do a 
veal honour to his memory’. It was our defign at firlt to 
have examined all thefe: but after we had gone through 
the firft Copy, that defign was lay’d afide tor fome par- 
ticular reafons. But as thofe reafons have now cealed 
for fome time, and frefh reafons have rifen up in their 
room to induce us to purfue our firft defign ; we fhall 
beg leave at this time to lay before the learned reader 
the following Latin Ode, tranflated, and illuftrated with 
motes, which ftands the fourth Copy among the Prize- 
Verfes.
